There is 
Iso abundant evidence that many of 
is are not eating the best foods— 
ome perhaps because they cannot af- 
ford them, many because they have 
tt as yet had the proper nutrition 
information. To those who cannot 
yet afford to include the protective 
foods in their diets society must find 
way of making such foods avail- 
able. Those who do not as yet know 
the importance of including an 
bundance of the protective foods in 
tir meals must be taught. 

It has been said that 45 million of 
is live below the safety line largely 
pecause we do not get the foods we 


need. The protective foods generally

fied is a nutritious food and that 
there is nothing injurious about it, 
it certainly is not as palatable as good 
butter. But still more important is 
its relative value as food. We have 
long known that milk, of which but- 
terfat is an important constituent, is 
a vital food; but until the vitamin 
discoveries were reported, not even 
scientists were able to tell exactly 
what made it so valuable. Now, of 
course, scientists have given us some 
definite answers to that question. But 
although these vitamin discoveries 
almost as accidental as the miner’s 
discovery of gold in the mountains— 
have given us the basic information, 
there is plenty of evidence indicating 
that there still are undiscovered es- 
sentials in butter and other milk 
products that would justify the claim 
that butter is a more desirable food 
than margarine, which obviously has 
been fortified with only a few of the 
known vitamins. 


As proof of this fact, let me report 
the findings of an experiment carried 
on by Professor Gullickson of the 
University of Minnesota. He fed 
calves a ration of all the oils usually 
found in substitutes for butter, and 
these calves were also given a supple- 
ment containing adequate quantities 
of vitamins A and D. He found that 
the check lot of calves which were 
fed butterfat as part of the ration ex- 
celled those fed the butter-substitute 
cils, both in weight and in general 
well-being. Some of the calves re- 
ceiving the vegetable oils died, and 
others were saved only by a quick 
change to a whole milk diet. 


An American Medical Association 
report on this subject, among other 
things, says, “Since the nutritional 
factors have not all been identified 
and since butter contributes numer- 
ous additional futty acids of unknown 
nutritional significance, the con- 
suming public has a right to demand 
that the practice of clearly dis- 
tinguishing between margarine and 
butter so that every one can recog- 
nize them be continued.’’ This would 
seem to justify not approving yellow 
cecedor for margarine. The vitamin 





fortification of margarine does add to 
production costs and might not be 
universally followed unless made 
mandatory. 

Butter and margarine should be 
advertised and sold for exactly what 
they are. There should be no attempt 
to deceive or pawn off margarine for 
butter as apparently was the case 
with the margarine manufacturer 
who in his advertisement said, “Get 
our whole milk margarine ——————— 
with all the cream left in”. The dif- 
ference in cost of production clearly 
indicates a great temptation on the 
part of some to imitate butter. Cer- 
tainly a tax adequate to cover super- 
vision and enforcement by federal 
authorities should not be considered 
unreasonable. 

It is a well-known fact that a 
marked decrease in butter sales 
greatly depresses not only the price 
of butter but of cheese, milk solids, 
and even of fluid milk and cream, all 
of which is reflected in a severe de- 
crease in milk production. Less milk - 
production obviously means less milk 
sclids from which we get much of our 
milk protein, calcium, and other 
minerals, and results in serious loss 
of human health. Translated into 
farm practice as found in many sec- 
tions of the South, this would mean 
less livestock, more field crops, and 
a big increase in cotton and other 
crops rich in oils, all of which points 
towards ruinous: loss of soil fertility 
and further loss by erosion. 


Nearly all agricultural leaders 
stress the place of dairying and gen- 
eral livestock farming in developing 
a well-balanced, prosperous, per- 
manent agriculture. Before the war, 
Denmark offered one of the best ex- 
amples of a permanent, prosperous 
agriculture. It has been said, and 
probably is true, that no agricultural 
country in the world farmed so in- 
tensively or supported so large an 
agricultural population per square 
mile as Denmark. Her system of 
farming resulted not in soil deple- 
tion but in a marked increase in soil 
fertility over what it was a few gen- 
erations ago before dairying, hog-

My Visit To Carnation

Editor’s Note: 

John R. Buth, the 17-year-old scion of the “Creston Buths”’, 
iccompanied his father on a visit to Carnation late last sum- 
mer. We asked him to send us a report of his impressions. We 
think our readers will find it interesting, too. 


Carnation today is a very interesting place, for it 
gives one a view of many years of progressive breeding. 
The management at Carnation has made it a well-known 
aim to breed better cattle through careful selection of 
herd sires and careful matings, and that they have done. 
Their intentions have proved to be most astonishing. 
Significant of the fact is Carnation Governor Imperial. 
This great sire is the result of mating Governor of Car- 
nation, son of Carnation Inka Walker Hazelwood, to Car- 
nation Heilo Ormsby Matador, 1000-pound Hazelwood 
beauty. Imperial was the noted three time All-American 
sire of Carnation Renown who is himself the Reserve All- 
Time All-American Junior Yearling. Besides ‘‘Renown”’, 
Imperial has also Carnation Ringleader in service. ‘“‘Ring- 
leader’ is another ‘“‘Hazelwood’”’ bred sire, being out of a 
maternal sister to Imperial’s dam. ‘Ringleader’ is about 
the typiest young sire at Carnation, and as a two-year-old 
has seen quite a bit of service. More bearing on “Im- 
rerial’’ may be revealed by saying that he is the sire of 
the $26,000 Curtiss Candy sire, Carnation Madcap Su- 
preme. On the other hand, Imperial is also siring some 
daughters who might fare pretty well with some of the 
show boys, and who could turn around and make a sharp 
increase is one’s herd average. What I mean is that the 
imperial daughters are a most pleasing lot for type, and 
on, what tops, rumps, and udders. According to Mr. 
Rube Everly, they are really putting it into the pail. 
Evidence of which, I may say that his daughters as two- 
year-olds are producing an average of twenty more 
pounds of butterfat on 3X, than did the daughters of

The Governor of Carnation is in his fourteenth year 
and although is slowing up, still has quite a few females 
eettled to his services. The Governor daughters, sisters 
of Imperial, show great scale, good square rumps, Hazel- 
wood blockiness combined with Homestead quality. They 
have, as a whole, fine udders and have stood up mar- 
velously under high pressure. Governor has four sons 
in service there: Imperial; King Madcap, son of Carn. 
Ormsby Madcap; Black Magic, son of Ormsby Aaggie 
‘‘ilda; Yankee Doodle Dandy, son of Carn. Ormsby Mad- 
cap Fayne.

Ciscovered, and old King began to 
get onto his feet again. Just a couple 
of days before the sale he acted as 
though he would serve a cow. Two 
men with cameras were placed in 
strategic positions, one on either 
side. Two pictures were snapped at 
the appropriate moment. This con- 
vincing bit of evidence was passed 
around during the sale. 


Furthermore, King of the Pontiacs 
had never been tuberculin tested. As 
a young bull he and eight or ten 
heifers had been vaccinated against 
tuberculosis as an experiment. When 
the grand old sire came into the 
ring, Ward frankly told the crowd 
that he had never been tested. 

“If he has tuberculosis,’ Ward 
said, “I don’t want to know it, and I 
don’t believe that you want to know 
it either.’’ Such was the convincing 
and straightforward manner in which 
Ward Stevens talked to the crowd, 
that most of us felt that no one there 
did want to know whether King of 
the Pontiacs had tuberculosis. 

The old bull sold for $10,500 to 
IN. ..W. Salmon of Lowville, N. Y. That 
night Mr. Salmon had some regrets 
over his purchase. It was going to 
be necessary for him to go home and 
mortgage everything he had. That 
sume evening regret was also being 
experienced by the Winterthur group, 
who had been among the contending 
bidders. They had not gone higher 
because of their inability to ship 
him home. But in the meanwhile 
they had had a little more time to 
discuss a working arrangement with 
G. G. Burlingame of Cazenovia, N. 
Y., whereby Mr. Burlingame would 
keep the old fellow on his nearby 
farm, and Winterthur Farms would 
ship cows up there to breed. So Ward 
Stevens effected a sale for $15.000, 
thus performing a service to both 
buyer and seller.

The Second Annual All-Canadian 
Sale, held Nov. 9 at Oakville, Ont., 
under the management of Lorne E. 
Franklin and Hugh J. Colson, was 
another smashing triumph. Although 
the average did not quite reach that 
of the Royal Brentwood last June, it 
is, we believe, a new high mark for 
consignment sales of this breed in 
Canada and to date, with the Blue 
Ribbon and Invitational Earlville 
Sales still in the offing, is the second 
high average for the year for Hol- 
stein sales in North America. 

To Jack McCague, Canada’s Presi- 
dent, went the honor of topping the 
sale with a bull from his Glenafton 
Farm, son of the famous Montvie Rag 
Apple Marksman. The price was $5,- 
100, which by a coincidence was ex- 
actly the same as the top price of 
last year’s All-Canadian. The buyer 
was R. H. Mcllquham, Lenark, Ont. 

Second high bull was Raymondale 
Dalax, the young son of Dale by Ajax, 
consigned by Raymondale Farm and 
taken at $4,700 by E. T. Stephens, 
Richmond Hill, Ont. This was the 
No. 1 bull in the catalog and was the 
first bull sold. Many had expected 
him to top the sale and felt that he 
was one of the top buys of the sale 
at $4,700. 


A Sovereign son consigned by G. R. 
Row went to C. J. Cerswell, Beeton, 
Ont., at $4,200. Mr. Cerswell is one 
of the owners of Marksman and we 
suppose this bull was purchased to 
mate with his Marksman daughters. 
Calves from this cross, should be 
“‘something’’, combining the blood of 
these two famous sons of Montvic 
Rag Apple Colantha Abbekerk. An 
Ajax son consigned by MacDonald 
College went to the Waterloo Hol- 
stein Breeders’ Association of Water- 
leo, Ont., at $3,500; a Sovereign son 
consigned by ‘Amos R., Wilkinson, 
went to Jas R. Henderson at $3, 
000; and a Marksman son consigned

Listing DHIA Records 


The Ayrshire Breeders’ Association ani ounces a ne 
policy with respect to DHIA records. A new file jg bein 
set up in the central office of the Associalion in whic, 
Ayrshire breeders may have permanent], recorded the 
production records that have been made by registered 
Ayrshires in DHIA work. Such records wil! thereafter } 
used in official pedigrees to appear on the reverse side of 
their new form certificates of registry. They wij 0 
course, be identified as DHIA records to distinguish them 
from Herd Test records. A nominal charge of 25 cents 
per lactation is to be made for listing these records in the 
Association’s files. 


The Ayrshire viewpoint here is that all properly 
supervised records should be put to work, and that breed 
progress depends to no small extent on using every ayail- 
able item of record information, be it good or be it bad 


There is a good deal of food for thought in this action 
by the Ayrshire Association. In our breed we have many 
times as many cows on test in DHIA as in the breed Herd 
Vest. Every month brings word cf important Holstein 
achievement in DHIA wor’:. There are many herds with 
20 to 25 years of consecutive testing in DHIA. This ip- 
formation is not organized or recorded in any permanent 
torm accessible for use in pedigrees. The Government 
proved sire bulletins are valuable as far as they go, 
though that information -is not organized for greatest 
usefulness to students of pedigrees. 


It seems to us this whole matter of production testing 
is somewhat at the crossroads. In our breed we are in- 
filtrating the better lactation records from Herd Test 
into our A. R. reports, and are consolidating the Blue 
Book and Red Book into a new Type and Production Book 
in which the Herd Test information above is used in sir 
summaries. The inevitable trend would seem to be to 
discourage the making of A R records, with the greate1 
expense attached to them. 


Similarly, the Ayrshire action, conceivably will cause 
a trend away from Herd Test and into DHIA, as with 
equal recognition by the public (even though separately 
identified), the tendency of breeders will be to take the 
record they can make with the least trouble and expense 
And it is a fact that DHIA performs additional services 
to owners in the way of computing cost figures, ete., 
which the breed Herd Tests do not furnish. 

We do not make this observation in any critical spirit. 
Perhaps we would be even farther ahead to accept the 
Standard DHIA figures, with safeguards that would be 
rossible to set up against mechanical errors and let this 
constitute our effort in the mass production field. The 
present costs of recording our Herd Test records, and 
building them up from month to month would go a long 
way toward covering the cost of publishing five times as 
many records, or more, from the DHIA that would thus 
be made a matter of public information in form similar 
to our Red Book. Herd test applications at present are 
taxing the capacity of the Brattleboro facilities 

The Guernsey Club policy is in quite another direc 
tion. They have a Herd Improvement Test, which they 
keep quite subordinate. The program in which most ol 
their testing is done is known as the A R Herd Test, 
Supervision is on the same basis as regular A R records. 
but the owner is required to carry on test all members 0! 
his herd which do not have previous records. The :ét 
is $2.00 per cow instead of $10 per cow when only select- 
ed animals are tested. Opinions differ as to the soundness 
of this program. 


Right or wrong, breeders do not buy bulls on herd 
averages or mass records. They insist on giving consid- 
eration to the records of the immediate dams, with as 
much other information as they can get regarding the 
type and production of the whole family tree. With 
average producing ability, the mass-style of record with 
a minimum of individual supervision, gets by. In the 
ease of extremely high production, we are not yet reads 
to concede that anything less than our standards of AR 
supervision will command belief in their accurac) 

In our breed we have many of these great producing 
@nimals and if the bars are let down so that extreme rec 

“-erds are accepted without such supervision, sooner 0! 
later we will find all of our high records carryin= more 
‘or less of a question mark. We cannot afford to ¢°! our 
selves into that position. 
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News of Other Breeds

We doff our hat to the Holstein 
breeders of Colorado for putting on 
a great show. Their show would 
have been fine in a peace year. For 
& war year the showing made was 
most remarkable for quantity and 
for quality. 

One-hundred and three Holsteins, 
and very few were either plain or 
poorly fitted, were lined up for in- 
spection before Judge Kildee. Every 
cne the writer talked to was in agree- 
iment that Judge Kildee had done a 
most satisfactory job of tieing the 
ribbons. 

Six breeders were able to break 
into the Blue Ribbon class, with Joe 
Gersick in the lead. Joe had three 
of the eight champions, seven blues 
with a half interest in another blue. 
The Jewish Consumptives’ Relief So- 
ciety placed five in first place. The 
Willow Springs Ranch had two pur- 
ple ribbons, four blues and a half 
interest in another. Colorado State 
Hospital had three champions, three 
Blue Ribbons winners, and eleven 
others in the first four places. Cran- 
son & Sons and Carl Henry were also 
Winners of Blue Ribbons, while Carl 
also made a nice showing in having 
12 others in the first four places. 

The bull classes were rather light 
except for the two calf classes where 
we found eight junior bull calves 
and eleven senior bull calves. Willow 
Springs Ranch won the opening class 
of the day with a strapping Crescent 
Beauty calf over a good but smaller 
calf from the J C R S Ranch. 


Joe Gersick had an outstanding 
calf at the head of the eleven senior 
bull calves. This good calf was later 
mede junior champion. 


JC RS won both the yearling bull 
classes, where quality was high but 
numbers low. Colorado State Hos- 
pital had no competition in the two- 
year-old class, but had good enough 
bull that he was awarded the reserve 
champion award.

This was one of the well-known 
pi old-established herds of Mary- 
yod, (established in 1909) and the 
gspersal on October 16 attracted a 
prge crowd of interested buyers. Sig- 
sfcantly, a large part of the herd 
sas purchased by Frederick County 
weeders, although there were many 
entending bidders from other sec- 
sons.
